INSPIRATION TO THE CADET 
PROGRAM... the weekend of the 
V8th and 19th of January was the 
highlight of the cadet membership 
year, During this weekend o total 
of 67 top cadets in the wing took 
port In the annual Cadet Special 
Activities Selection Process. 

Cadets from all of the present 
seventeen Groups took part in the 
selection process which selected 
those who would porticipate in the 
1964 Cadet Special Activity pro- 
grams at the National, Regional 
and Wing level. All activities 
were selected except for Eastern 
Airlines Stewardess school, some 
applicants for the Ranger program, 
the Cape Canaveral Orientation 
Course and the Embry Riddle Air- 
frame and Powerplant Mechanic 
Orientation Course. An additional 
selection process will take place 4 April to fill the remaining courses 
and vacancies in those courses which have had portial selection. 

| received a tremendous number of compliments from seniors and 
in porticular new Group commanders on the conduct of the cadets and 
their displayed knowledge ond courtesies during this process. Most 
seniors who saw the process for the first time were amazed at the pro- 
cess and the tremendous number of top cadets that there are in the 
wing. Many fine compliments were received from those Air Force 
personnel from National and Region Headquarters as well as the CAP 
Region Commonder and his staff. All Hotel executives were impressed 
by the fine behavior and conduct of the cadets and were pleased with 
the fine turnout. 

Including the cadets who will be evaluated on April 4th, the 
Florida Wing Cadet section will have evaluated in excess of 150 cadets 
for the various special activities. This will be a new record for the 
Wing ond is o substantial increase from the 44 cadets that were evalu- 
ated last year, 

National Headquarters advises that they do not see any increase in 
the number of special activity courses or vacancies in the near future 
inasmuch as some wings do not use their full quota assignment. For 
this reason | believe that it is up to the Wing to creole special activi- 
ties such as those we have arranged for the summer, to make up for 
the lack of increase on the National and Regional level, This would 
mean thot the Florida Wing will have to increase not only the number 
of course vacancies, but also introduce new and varied courses each 
summer to keep well ohead of the advancing cadet population the past 
three years. It is my goal to have the number of Special Activity 
positions increase ot agreater ratethan the cadet membership increase 
which would mean that if the wing maintains its 40% annual increase 
as it hos for the past three yeors, the number of special activity vac- 
ancies must increase at the rate of 60% or better each year, 

My only regret about the weekend was that we could not select 
every cadet present. Those cadets who were not selected were mostly 
younger cadets with other years ohead and greener postures. May 
they all come back agoin next year.

Vival and are therefore making in- 
adequate preparations for bailout 
or forced landing contingencies. 


In this accident one passenger 
and three crew members died be- 
cause of exposure after a success~ 
ful bailout. All were clad in sum- 
mer flying suits except the passen~ 
gers who were wearing uniforms. 
There was no survival gear aboord 
the aircraft nor was there any sur- 
vival gear carried by the indivi- 
duals.

Alarge part of Florida has ter- 
rain where the water is fanny deep 
to o tall girofle, the musquitoes 
are not even friendly with the no- 
tives, and food is something hord 
to come by. Holy Smoke! This is 
more than just being uncomfortable 
-it's deadly! And you fly over i? 
all the time. 

Air Rescue crews ore lucky, 
they carry all kinds of survival gear 
in their aircraft, The majority of 
crew members make personnel sur- 
vival kits for themselves. It ishard- 
ly conceivable that you can carry 
all the equipment that is necessory 
to set up a cozy camp, however, 
there are a few things you can do 
to insure o safe survival should it 
ever happen to you. Moke your- 
self a small kit with waterproof 
matches, o compass, o knife ond 
some musquitoe repelent. Alwoys 
weor high top shoes when flying 
ond have some light weight gloves. 
Carry some condy bars in your po~ 
cket or in your flying suit. Ifi 
were flying one of those single en- 
gine jobs, | would also take along 
some water. Use an empty Clorox 
bottle for example, it's made of 
plastic. 

What you decide to wear and 
toke when you fly is up to the in- 
dividual. However, | feel Squad- 
ton Commanders and even Task 
Force Commanders should encoura- 
ge CAP pilots ond observers to 
have adequate clothes and equip- 
ment to perform the mission with 
due regard for terrain in the event 
of o forced landing. Let's at least 
practice what we preach!
